Thar Satan finding his head _ of all goodneſs, didone day fluff it with Heretical Notions and Whimbhes, 

even as full as men are went to ſtuff Fillers of Veal with ſweer Herbs, that the Prote&or called him to be a 
Parliament man , which ſo fatren'd his meagre Ambition , that he hath had ever ſince a very icching defire to be 

medling wich State Aﬀaires. That he findes as long as ENGLAND is governed by ſober and good Ma-+ 
giſtrares, he 1s like to get nothing more then his Shop will afford him : That the two largeſt pooles of troubled waters 
tor Self-ſeeking men to fiſh in, are Diſtraction in the State, and Unſertlement in the Church.

That Religion, Conſcience, and Morality have bin now uſ'd long enough in the world, and thart *cis fir there 
ſhould be ſome new [-nwation invented to ſucceed them. Thar it ts time now , Gnce he hath got nothing all this while, 
ut onely an Orde: to be Comptroller of Haberdaſters-Hall, ro be ſtirring and looking our for Portions for his Children 
wich hard Names. Thar as he is a Leather-ſeller, he oughr roſee all the Adverſaries of his Lunatick devotion, flead and 
ſoak'd in the Tan-fat of Oppreſſion , that he may have chelr skins to {ell to all choſe Drummers that ſhall have occafion ro 
march before the ſaints ts the Valley of Jehsſaphat. That if Truth and Righreoumeſs do ever kiſs each other in England, 
he hopes, and ir is his earneſt defire thar ie may onely be a parting ki.s. Your Pericioner alſo furcher ſhewerh, That it 1s nor, 
* norever was the cuſtom of the Anabaprift, rogive an accompr of cnei:c Faith, or ro know what they profeſs, And therfore he 
he furcher ſheweth , Thar he holds thar F-ake 1s a very able Divine becauſe hz is mid, and hath a Demoniack faculty 
of alwayes raving againſt the Powers in being ; Sorhic when you ſee him in the Church , you would chink him to be the 
mad man among the rombes.

That the Cemmandments may be taken down from the end of .the Chancel in every Church, and the 
Heads of the Cracevian C atechiſme placed in the room thereof, till the ſaid Churches (hall be pull'd down. 

That as ſoon as may be all Churches in England may be pull'd down , and the Materials thereof given to 
your Pecitioner roward the Repalr of his Windows, and ſetringup a New Sign; Andrthat your Peticioner 
may be foreed to give no further Accompr of the Sums ſo gathered ; Neither can this deſtru&gion be unlawful 
for that St, Paul being a leading Apeſlle, and his Church being fallen, all ocher Churches ought tobe made to 
follow the Example of his. 

That all Schools and Univerſities be demoliſhed, and their Revenues given to buy us more Armes, in 
ſtead of thoſe which were lately taken away , that we may be in a readineſs when we (ball be call'd forth rs 
Butcher our Enemies. 

That all Divines and Learned men in Emgland may be maſſacred , and thrown to the fowls of the Air, 
that we may be no more troubled with cheir Syllogiſms, to the utter hinderance of all out Important Deſigns ; 
And that all Books may be burnr, except Natlors, Feaks, and Rogers's Works, and Larner's Hymns, wherein 
the Unity of Chriſt and his Church is moſt ſweetly chanted forth, to the Tune of Jeckies-march, 

That there may be a Free Toleration of Bawdy-houſes , becauſe your Petitioners houſe looks now ſo like 
one, the Windows being all broken ; And tharnone but Anabapritts may go to them , for the Propegation
